tht firat Sunday in October ia cele- 
brated all over the world aa Roaary Son- 
pay. in commemoration of the victory of 

the Christiau over the Turkish fleet in 
the Gulf of Lepanto in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. The fate of all Christendom de- 
pended on the result of this great naval 
battle. If the Turks won it meant death 
to Christianity. The Christian fleet was 
much inferior to the Turkish fleet in 
point of nnmbera. But the God of Victory 
and Oar Bleaaed Ledy were with the 
Chriatiana. While the battle royal hun- 
dreds of miles away raged the people of 
Rome marched through the streets re- 
citing the rosary, and Pope Pins V., now 
canonized, prayed for the victory of the 
Christian hosts. Hy some miraculous 
means he wss give:i to see the Christians 
victorious and the Turks put to rout. 
Pope Pius suddenly raised his eyes to 
heaven and exclaimed: "Let na give 
thanks to Or^, for ear flMla have fought 
thn Turka and ia tUa vary hour have 
conquered." Thoa bo kadt down and 
with all preacDt gave thanka to God for 
the victory obtained through the aid of 
the Blessed Virgin. On this occount 
"Help of Christians" was added to the 
litany of the Blesesd Virgin, and Pope 
Pius V. ordered that in memory of the 
victory each recurring first Sunday in 
October ahonld be celebrated as the feast 
of the most Itoly naliy. Mnee then the 
celebration ofthe feast baa bean obaerved, 
•ad each •noooeding Pope haa endowed 
the feaat with additional indnlgencea, 
and now the whole of October is known 
as the month of the rosary. 

In Louisville the moat elaborate cele- 
bration of the feast of Rosary Sunday 
was held at St. Louis Bertrand'a church. 
The Franciscan fathera, on the invitation 
of the Dominicans, officiated at the 
aolemn high masa at 10:30 o'clock. The 
Rev. Petber Jnmae A. Heenaa, O. P., 
preached the ■enwa. At 8:80 o'dock 
, in the afternoon Um Dominican fathers 
sang vespera, which WM followed by the 
rosary procession. If ore than 200 chil- 
dren clad in white took part, the boya 
carrying the fifteen banners displaying 
the fifteen mysteries of the roaary. The 
roaary sermon was preached hy the Very 
Rev. Father J. R. Volz, O. P., prior of 
f.t. I<onia Bertrand'a convent. Father 
Vols IS an able and learned orator and 
his sermon waaliateaed to with attention 
by tholuie oo&Kragatioapreieat Bene- 
diction of the moat bleaaed aactament 
closed the celebration for the day. Dur- 
ing October the rosary will be recited in 
St. Louis Hertrand's chuoh $t 7:30 
o'clock each evening.

Candidatea for pabtic office, particu- 
larly those candidates who have been 
elected, carry a great deal of weight, Iwt 
very often it ia the men behind the gnna 
who do the worii, and when a aua bu 
held an oAoe for yenra and baa ■ compe- 
tent force of depntiea under bim it ia 
safe to siy that the deputies are entitled 
to some of the credit. This is true of 
candidates everywhere, but nowhere more 
than in Louisville and at uo time more so 
than the present. 

Take, for instance, John R. Ptlanz, the 
County Jailer, who is candidate for re- 
election. No one stands higher than he 
in the dty, and yet hia depntiea, and he 
has many of them, add very oaterially 
to hia anpport. Mr. Pliant became an 
active factor in politics about twenty 
yesrs ago, when he was elected to the 
lower board of the General Council. He 
served five consecutive terms from the 
Twelfth ward, and then went to the 
Board of Aldermen for half a term. 
While in the upper board he v^aa nomi- 
nated for President against Charles F. 
Graingei, low Mayor. As a result there 
was a deadlock of twenty daya. In 1894 
Mr. Pflans waa the Dcmocrutie nominee 
for Sheriff of JeHeraon county. He was 
elected by a handaome majority, and in 
1897 was elected Jailer of Jefferson 
county. He wss re-elected in 1901 and 
now seeks re-election. 

Whatever Mr. Ptlanz has done to make 
himself popular, his deputies have cer- 
tainly contributed their respective shares,
